Bulletin Correspondence. 
Friday was chiefly occupied in dis- 
‘cussion of the Intercolonial railway es- 
timates submitted by Mr. Fielding, 
who is acting minister of railways. A 
very large amount of money was voted 
for extensions und improvements of 
the Intercoionisi, and for construction, 
equipment and maintenance of the 
canal system. There were no serious 
odjections to the very large expendi- 
tures provided for, the oppusition con- 
fining their efforts to criticism of de- 
tails and the asking of questions. 
There was some discussion also on 
the advisioiuity of primting 40,000 
copies of the evidence before the agri- 
eulturai commitiee of Mr. Haycock, 
Dowiaion imspector of binder twine. 
Mr. Haycock was appointed last spring 
under an act of the previous session 
which requires that Linder twine shall 
warry the name of the factory and the 
mumber of teet per ball, with a pen- 
alty provided im case it is short of the 
Jenzth sta*ed. Mr. Haycock made a 
tour of Manitoba and the eastern part 
of the Territories and tound that a 
very considerable proportion of the 
twine imported from the United States 
was short. The parties concerned 
were fined, and the remainder of the 
output of those factories which was 
beld in stock was shipped back to the 
States. It appears that there had 
been a systematic defrauding of the 
farmers by many of the binder twine 
factories. It is to the credit of Can- 
adian factories, however, that in only 
one cause was the length of twine found 
short of the figures stated. There 
was some criticism of the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Hayeock at the time it 
was made, but the result of his work 
has ampiy justified his appointment, 
He estimates that the farmers of Can- 
ada use three and a half million dol- 
lars worth of twime a year. A farmer 
o uses the twine cannot measure it, 


wh 
and, therefore, is subject to possible 
fraud by dishonest manutacturers 


without recourse. It was in consider- 
atior ot this siate ot things that the 
Inspector was appointed with full 
power to inflict penalth where the 
jaw had been transgressed. It is safe 
to say that as a result of Mr. Hay- 
cock’s work there will be an advantage 
to the farmers of Canada wext year 
very much greater than the amount 
of his salary ind expenses. ae

Quia oats bring f 

to 45c a bushel, weer: A 
Wheat—Very littie wheat is coming 

in, and no price has yet been set, 


CANADIAN RIGHTS SACRIFICED 

Free Press, - 

London, Oct. 21.-The views of a 
prominent Canadian lawyer, resident 
in London, were obtained today by 
the Camadian Assomatea Press cor- 
respondent.

Gecide against the Canadian contention 
wvas clear.
